The last four days 
before relief

siege. The Empress Dowager had 
ordered the soldiers to exterminate 
the besieged 
party inside of three 


days. When the relief party of sol- 
diers came from Tien Tsin it was just 
in time. The

been exhausted, there was very little 
provisions of any kind and many of 
the brave party were coming down 


every year, which shows that the people 
have confidence in our methods nod our 
friends are those we have sold to; once >\ 
customer always a friend.

were walking along Ruger avenue 
near the home of Mrs. Mary McKe- 
wan. They, stepped on a loose board 
in the sidewalk which flew up and 
triped Mrs. Engebretsen, 
throwing 


her heavily to the sidewalk and frac- 
turing her knee cap. 
She is now in 


bed with a bad leg which may re- 


sult in permanent injury. 


Monday evening Dr. R. R. Powell 


and his wife were walking along on 
Jefferson avenue across the street 
from where Mrs. Engebretsen 
was 


hurt when a rotten board in the walk 
gave way letting her foot slip through 
the hole, throwing her down 
and 


breaking her knee cap which will no 
doubt result in some further trouble. 


These accidents occurred within 


one day of. each other and on side- 
walks not a quarter of a block apart 
and resulted in the same kind of an 
injury- 
Both of these 'adies may be 


crippled for life on account of the 
property owners neglecting to spend 
a little money keeping their walks 
in repair. 


The city has already had a side- 


walk inspector out in each 
ward 


whose business it was to locate just 
such defects as these and report them 
so they could be repaired. 


Not a year passes by but the city 


has from one to half a dozen dam- 
age suits on its hands caused by de- 
fective sidewalks and in most cases has 
had to settle for a good round sum. 
There is hardly a doubt that in all 
of these cases the people 
injured 


would much rather be sound of body 
and limb than to get anything from 
the city in the way of compensation. 


If the property owner was responsi-

[Wales. 


Mrs. Hartman enjoys the king's 


complete confidence, has a large in- 
come, which will enable her to main- 
tain White Lodge in proper style, and 
the king can rely on her to invite the 
right sort of people there whenever 
lie wants seclusion, which the White 
Lodge, though much nearer London, 
affords to a far greater extent than 
Windsor. 


This arrangement is another evi- 


dence of the king's masterful self 
asesrtion and will cause endless gos- 
sip and will probably be unpopular 
as a revival of the 'custom of utilizing 
state property for private ends.
